In  previous  articles  we  nave  fre- 
quently deplored  the  extreme  scar- 
city of  really  fine  examples  of  the 
art  of  the  silversmith  of  former  times. 

Out  of  all  the  artistic  forms  assu- 
med hy  human  intelligence,  not  one, 
perhaps,  has  left  so  few  witnesses  of 
the  successive  periods  in  which  it  has 
continued  its  evolution. 

It  would  seem,  however,  that  the 
master  silversmiths  of  the  past  fore- 
saw the  fate  that  would  overtake 
their  creations,  and  accordingly 
made  minute  descriptions  and  dra- 
wings of  them. 

Xhese  archives  of  the  French  sil- 
versmith s  art  are  marvels  of  order 


Massive  silver  drinking-cup  reconstituted  by  LAPPARRA 

and  precision  and  contain  such  com- 
plete directions  that,  hy  following  them,  it  is  possihle  to  make  exact  copies  of 
the  heautifully  worked  pieces  produced  by  former  generations  of  artisans  who 
worked  in  this  precious  metal. 

Xhe  raw  material  lends  itself  so  well  to  these  reconstitutions  that  it  is  almost 
impossihle,  even  for  an  expert,  to  distinguish  a  clever  copy  from  an  original. 

Our  illustration  shows  a  drinking-cup,  of  the  Regency  period,  which  sums 
up  in  itself  the  art  of  that  graceful  epoch.  Its  lines  are  particularly  light  and 
elegant,  and  the  heaviness  of  the  metal  is  relieved  hy  fine  chiselling^  and 
exquisite  arahesques. 

On  a  handome  dark  wood  piece  of  furniture,  this  cup  would  in  itself  supply 
that  note  of  refined  taste  that  should  he  found  in  every  connoisseur  s  home.

Dark  silk  dresses  and  ensembles  are  worn 
with  very  light-coloured  headgear  belonging  to 
the  same  colour-scale.  Another  variety  of  the 
same  idea  is  to  have  the  hat  to  match  the  dress 
and  to  ornament  the  hat  with  a  piece  of  colou- 
red jewellery  corresponding  to  the  necklace,  the 
clasp  of  the  handbag,  or  some  detail  of  the  toi- 
lette. For  instance,  in  the  case  of  a  navy-blue 
or  black  ensemble,  the  navy-blue  or  black  hat 
will  have  a  jade-green  cabochon,  and  the 
necklace  and  handbag  clasp  will  be  jade-green, 
and  if  there  is  any  detail,  such  as  buttons  or 
buckle,  it  will  also  be  jade-green.
